He said that families planning 
to process or to store fresh veg­ 
etables from the 
Fall 
harvest 
crops should keep in mind that 
Septem ber will be the final op­ 
portunity for doing so with most 
crops. He added: 
“ Tomatoes, 
beets, 
s n a p- 
beans, turnips, squash, 
lima 
beans, 
carrots, 
sweet 
corn, 
cucumbers, cabbage, and 
Ir­ 
ish potatoes are 
among 
the 
vegetables from which county 
homemakers may want to se­ 
lect for Winter use. Other veg­ 
etables may he plentiful in lo­ 
cal areas, 
and 
suitable 
for 
storage or processing for win­ 
ter use.” 
One other vegetable which is 
going to be especially plentiful 
during September is the south­ 
ern-grown sweet 
potato. 
Best 
said. This year's 59.322.000-bush­ 
el national crop is about 9 per­ 
cent larger than last y e a r’s. 
Fruit continues to be 
a less 
plentiful, higher priced item in 
most parts of the 
m i d w e s t . 
There have been regional plenti­ 
ful supplies of berries wdth low 
prices for short 
periods. 
But, 
during September, the U. S. De­ 
p artm ent of Agriculture said on­ 
ly peaches m&v show up on gen­ 
erally plentiful supply. 
Both milk and egg produc­ 
tion normally decline season­ 
ally with 
prices 
moving 
up 
slightly 
in 
September. 
But 
these products should still be 
comparatively good 
bargains 
for the food value involved. 
Butter, cottage 
and

cheese, and other skim milk pro­ 
ducts are the dairy products to 
which the USDA directs partic­ 
ular attention.
